While the fish are being cleaned 
the gin shops are well patronized for 
a little gin and sugar seems to put 
new life into the tired fisherman who 
has for days before weathered the 
storms of the sea. 
In 1380 William Benkelszoon dis­ 
covered the art of preserving herring 
with sa lt and the Dutch fisheries be* 
came profitable. 
The sam e method of 
preserving the “ salt herring” is used 
today. 
Sometimes

The Volaiuiamers are kind 
to each other and the bereaved wife.

appears and are usually very pleasant. 
Quaint Customs Of Natives 
The men are rather taciturn and 
care more for their catch of fish than 
for their catch of money from the 
artists although some will condescend 
to pose. 
The best pictures of them,

sna pshots caught by the photographer 
when they are oft their guard. 
Dur­ 
ing the summer they will often squat 
on the ground and either have a chat 
in tha t position, smoke a pipe or play 
cards. 
They watch every mood of 
the sea and a group watching a boat 
come in Is an interesting sight. They 
sm oke rapidly displaying a sort of 
nervous energy and look seventy be­ 
fore they are fifty, perhaps due to 
their e^ osu re a t sea. 
They wear 
huge 
baggy trousers, 
each 
trouser 
leg much wider than the skirts worn 
by the women of the present day, 
tight fitting woolen shirts, often used 
without coats and woolen caps, very 
like those worn by a Cossack soldier. 
Their stockings are yarn, home-knit 
and their shoes are of the famous 
wooden type so popular all over H ol­ 
land. 
These, however, are removed 
when ^hey go in the houses and fre­ 
quently one may see half a dozen 
pairs before a doorway. 
The Volandam fishermen are unlike 
the other Hollanders and have a dis­ 
tinctiveness all their own. 
They are 
thickset men who show that they are 
well fed at all times, although the 
food eaten during their fishing trips 
Is coarse, consisting of fish, potatoes 
and plenty of gin. 
They are never 
bullies, but if imposed upon are read? 
to fight. 
Their work is no child’s 
play 
so 
they 
must 
possess 
great 
strength. 
They are usually devout 
Catholics and kind to their families* 
The costumes of the woman are 
fam iliar to everyriover of pictures and 
thane are artists in this country who 
even have girls of our own tend pose 
for them wearing the Volandam cos­ 
tumes. 
These pictures, while artistic 
are never quite as successful aa those 
sketched cm the spot. 


Few countries have such a variety 
of costumes a s the Dutch, for each 
.section ha s its own Btyle and that of 
Volandam is perhaps the most unique. 
The girls are rather pretty with thole 
lace caps, with points projecting on 
each side of the face. 
They wear a? 
least a dozen petticoats which ara 
suspended 
from

wooden 
hoop 
around the waist. 
The outer skirt vt 
made 
of 
woolen 
stuff 
frequently 
striped or embroidered in silk. 
Th© 
waists are of a bright color and ar«

neck. 
The dresses are short which 
show off the wooden shoes. 
The chil­ 
dren, both boys and girls, dress ex­ 
actly like their parents and there is a 
"cuteness” about the youngsters who 
play along the dykes which is sure to 
attract the admiration of the moat 
blase visitor. 
“ H ie T rechschuyt” 
The trip to the village Is not com­ 
plete unless one returns to Amster­ 
dam by way of Edam, from which 
place a train car may be used to 
Amsterdam. 
In order to reach Edam 
a “ Trechschuyt,” sometimes called a 
“ hackney boa t” must be used. 
This 
is a sort of baby canal boat and is 
frequently 
pulled 
by

woman. 
The puller puts on a sort of wide 
leather

ing), and the towline is attached to 
a hook on the puller’s back, who, 
leans over a s the boat is pulled alon$, 
the canal a t the rate of about two’ 
miles an bour.

Paris, July 21.—With the Austrian 
treaty virtually disposed of, the final 
terms having been handed 
to

Renner, of the Austrian peace delega­ 
tion without ceremony yesterday, be­

that the Bulgarian treaty would be 
completed this week and presented to 
Premier Theodorof within ten days. 
Austria is expected to signify within 
the ten days stipulated by 
Premier 
Clemenceau her readiness to sign up. 
Dr. Renner sent numerous notes to 
the conference and Premier Clemen 
ceau after handing in several replies, 
finally told him that the treaty itself 
would constitute the answer to 
the 
balance. 
The main points of the Austrian 
treaty are: 
1.—Austria will be granted a slice 
of Hungarian territory between the 
Danube and Jugo Slavia in the region 
of Odenburg, and Steinberg and Stein. 
2.—Czechoslovakia will be granted 
a bridgehead on the south bank of the 
Danube facing Pressburg, thus gain­ 
ing access to two railroads running 
southward. 
3.—Austria will be granted a strip 
of Czechoslovakia near Omund and 
along the Morava Valley. 
4. 
The Austrian army will be limit­ 
ed to 30.000 men, supplied by one mu­ 
nition plant. 
5.—Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, 
Ru­ 
mania and Jugo-Slavia are to bear 
$300,000,000 of the 
former 
dual 
monarchy’s war debt- The Czechs are 


to pay half and the balance is to be 
levied among the other three powers. 
These states must also meet a por­ 
tion of Austria’s prewar public debt 
as well as certain other financial lia­ 
bilities. 
Conference experts agree that the 
war leaves Austria absolutely bank­ 
rupt and that the allies will have to 
take up the task of restoring lier eco­ 
nomically and financially. 
The biggest questions now outstand­ 
ing are: 
1.—The settlement of Turkey’s new 
frontiers and the status of that nation. 
2.—The Adriatic problem. 
No definite agreement has yet been 
reached regarding the proposal to ex­ 
pel all of the Turks from Europe. In 
view of the determined stand made 
by Mussulman’s living in territory un­ 
der British “sway, it is possible 
that 
Constantinople may remain the seat 
of the Mohammedan faith in the same 
sense that the vatican at Rome it the 
headquarters of the Roman Catholic 
faith.
